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Introduction 


1980 was a tumultuous year in the United States. The Iran hostage crisis dominated 
the news cycle for much of the year. The federal government bailed out the Chrysler 
Corporation and ABSCAM snared members of Congress in a sting operation. 


The United States Olympic Hockey Team defeated the Soviet Union in the “Miracle on 
Ice” at the XIII Winter Olympics in Lake Placid, N.Y. 


Kramer vs. Kramer won several Oscars. A commando mission in Iran to rescue 
American embassy hostages failed with a mid-air collision that killed several American 
rescuing troops. 


The United States suffered through the intense heat and drought of a massive summer 
heat wave that claimed 1,700 lives. 


Mount St. Helens erupted, killing 57 people and The Empire Strikes Back was 
released. Pac-Man hit the arcades. 


The comic strips Bloom County and The Far Side launched that year, as did the the 
cable news channel CNN. 


Ronald Reagan defeated Jimmy Carter in the presidential election and Americans 
were obsessed with the TV show Dallas. 


In December, Mark David Chapman shot and killed John Lennon. 


And in the January 31 edition of The Wall Street Journal, a small item appeared about 
a “small, low-priced microcomputer” that would be available to Americans later that year. 
The Sinclair ZX80 was a diminutive but reasonably full-featured home computer priced at 
just under $200. 


The Sinclair ZX80 launched tens of thousands of computer hobbyists. By the time it 
was Officially available in the US, almost nine months later, UK enthusiasts were snapping 
up 8,000 units a month. 


The Sinclair was a such an innovative and inspirational product that it had its own 
magazine, Syntax ZX80, within months of its American launch. SYNC, another magazine 
dedicated to the Sinclair computers, published its first issue in February 1981. 


Sinclair Research initially sold their computers by mail order and even with that 
limitation, they sold tens of thousands. With the launch of the ZX81 less than a year later, 
Sinclair entered into an agreement with Timex, the company that manufactured the ZX81 
for Sinclair, that would lead to more than a million units being sold. 


The deal with Timex led directly to the Timex/Sinclair 1000, a modest upgrade to the 
ZX81 that Timex launched only after Sinclair had sold 500,000 ZX81 computers in the 
United States. 


The Sinclair-Timex deal gave Timex the option on future Sinclair computers and they 
leveraged that into the Timex/Sinclair 1500 and 2068 computers. The 1500 was a stop-gap 
improvement to the 1000 that picked up features from the Sinclair ZX Spectrum. And the 
2068 was Timex’s improved and re-engineered ZX Spectrum, built with features necessary 
to the American market. 


The Sinclair computers were considered fringe machines. They were tiny, the 
keyboards were unconventional, they lacked the official expansion options available to 
owners of other computers. In a word, they were cheap. 


Computers produced by Sinclair's competitors (Apple, Atari, Commodore, Radio 
Shack, Texas Instruments) all had more conventional feature sets and options: full-size 
keyboards, memory expansion up to 64K, disk drives, printers et cetera. 


ZX80 and ZX81 owners had to wait for Sinclair to eke out small memory expansion 
units that maxed out at 16K and a printer that was decidedly substandard. 


Enthusiasts who wanted the 2068 had to wait months while Timex developed features 
and ironed out bugs. 


Then, in early 1984, just a little over four years after the ZX80 announcement, Timex 
pulled out of the home computer market. Their color computer, the 2068, had been 
available for fewer than 6 months. 


And yet, despite all this, Timex and Sinclair owners were dedicated and enthusiastic. 
They figured out how to wire full-size keyboards to their computers, build their own RAM 
and printer interface devices, even their own disk drive systems. 


What you’ll see throughout this book is evidence of that dedication, drive and tenacity. 
At nearly every turn, Sinclair and Timex fell short of the mark. In every way, the owners 
figured it out for themselves, started small businesses and brought those solutions to their 
fellow owners. 


The popular computing press eagerly documented the shortcomings of the Sinclair and 
Timex computers, especially in comparison to other home computers. 


But hardcore TS owners were tenacious and resilient. They insisted their computers 
could do everything other home computers could and proved it, time and again. If it was 
available for another home computer, TS owners figured out how to make it happen on 
their computers. 


The TS owners didn’t abandon their favorite computers in February 1984. Instead, they 
hunkered down, pushing and prodding their computers well into the 1990s. 


Whether it was sunk-cost fallacy or their perverse dedication to their favorite computer 
that drove them, TS owners overcame adversity and uses their computers for real work 
well past the expiration date. 


In this book, you'll find everything from modems to disk drive systems, interfaces to the 
external world and professional keyboards. The software ranges from the trinity of “serious” 
software (databases, spreadsheets and word processors) to fanciful games, art and 
desktop publishing programs. 


Even today, a cadre of serious and intent owners are finding ways to keep their 
computers alive and even extend them, breathing life into them for another several 
decades.

The Computers 


Clive Sinclair was always very clear about the products he designed, from the radios to 
the calculators, to the digital watch and the ZX Spectrum: they needed to accomplish the 
goal in a way that broke a price barrier. 


His products did that but at a cost: the product would nominally fulfill its duty but in a 
slightly idiosyncratic, unconventional way. And with some shortcut that resulted in subpar 
performance on a key aspect. 


This, in a nutshell, describes the Sinclair computers. The ZX80 is nominally a 
computer. It has a CPU, BASIC interpreter in ROM, RAM, a keyboard, displays its output 
ona TV screen and has mass storage. 


With the exception of the CPU, everything else is a compromise. The BASIC 
interpreter is extraordinarily small and limited. There's 1K of RAM, which is shared with the 
display and limits the user to incredibly short programs. The display, at 32 columns by 24 
rows, it small and bizarre. It blanked out at every keystroke. 


The mass storage is limited to cassette tapes, a technology already surpassed at the 
time by disk drives. 


And then there's the keyboard. It's tiny. It's flat. There is, quite literally, no physical 
confirmation that you've pressed a key. Touch typing on it is, for all practical purposes, 
impossible. It is an insult to call it a keyboard. 


All of these shortcomings are widely acknowledged at the time. 


And yet, it sold. It sold to people who could not see it or touch it before they bought it. 
They had no idea how it worked and it sold like hotcakes. 


All of the Sinclair computers followed that ethos of trade-offs: compromised power for a 
shocking low price. 
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Sinclair ZX80 


The ZX80 was Sinclair’s first computer sold in the United States. Launched in June 
1980, the ZX80 was notable for its size, weight and price. At 7” x 9”, weighing less than a 
pound and priced at $199.50, it was the smallest, lightest and least expensive home 
computer available at the time. 


The ZX80 was named after the Z80 processor with the ‘X’ meaning “the mystery 
ingredient”. Sinclair retained the ZX prefix for subsequent computers up to the QL. 


It featured 1K of RAM, a 4K ROM that contained a limited version of BASIC and it 
connected to the owner’s TV for display. Like many other home computers available then, 
it used cassette tape for storage. 


The ZX80 was designed around readily available and inexpensive TTL integrated 
circuits (“chips”). The only proprietary technology was the firmware. 


Sinclair cut costs by using an inexpensive case and a flat, membrane keyboard. The 
individual keys were etched on the circuit board and covered by a thin, conductive 
membrane printed with the key symbols. 


BASIC 

The majority of home computers available in 1980 contained a BASIC interpreter in 
ROM. In most of those computers, the BASIC ROM was at least 8K (8,192 bytes) in size 
and supported most of the features of Dartmouth BASIC they were based on. 


An 8K BASIC interpreter was the base level against which other systems were 
measured. An “extended” BASIC might be in a larger, 16K ROM or load from disk, for 
example. 


By contrast, the original ZX80 BASIC was contained in a 4K ROM. It was impossible to 
include the entire BASIC keyword and feature set and the ZX80 BASIC was a subset of the 
standard. 


Sinclair saved ROM space by upending how BASIC programs were entered. Instead of 
typing out the full keyword, most Sinclair BASIC keywords were entered via a single 
keystroke (or with a shift key). Entering “PRINT”, for instance, required only a press of the 
O key. 


Only six functions were entered manually: they were listed on a small sticker on the 
front of the computer. 


Space saving efforts resulted in other shortcomings in Sinclair BASIC, including: 


e Lack of support for named files. Users merely “SAVEd” or “LOADed?” the next program 
on the tape. File management was entirely up to the user. 

* Some features in other BASICs, most notably READ, DATA and RESTORE, were miss- 
ing from Sinclair BASIC. 

e Numeric variables were limited to integer values from -32768 to 32767. 

* Only 26 string variables (A$ to Z$) were available. 

e Line numbers were limited to 1 to 9999. 

+ Statements were limited to one per line number. 


On the other hand, Sinclair BASIC had dynamic syntax checking. The ZX80 would 
check the program line as the user entered it and it would not let users enter invalid 
program code. 


Video Display 

The ZX80 display was equally unconventional. Instead of a full-screen of code where 
any line could be edited at will, the ZX80 display was divided in to an upper area of 32 
characters across by 22 lines down. A lower section, of two lines, was the “input area” 
where users enter program lines or responded to input prompts from the computer. 


The ZX80 was limited to upper case letters and the organization of characters was not 
compatible with ASCII, the industry standard. Special block characters and their inverse 
(reverse video) allowed users to make relatively low resolution graphic displays. 


Video signal generation was one most notable trade-offs. While the central processor 
unit (CPU) ran at approximately twice speed as other Z80-based computers, it also 
generated the video signal. The CPU paused the video signal when performing computing 
tasks, resulting in the TV picture disappearing. Running a program or pressing a key 
caused the screen to blank. 
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This made 
moving graphics 
difficult since the 
programmer had to 
pause the program 
so the computer 
could update and 
turn on the display. 
Softsync's Super 
ZX80 Invasion, 
released in early 
1981, was one 
program that 
overcame this 
shortcoming. 


The computer’s 
The new Sinclair ZX80 is a Z-80 based computer that will sell for $199.95. Initially, the ZX80 will be 
available only through mail order, directly from Sinclair Research Ltd., 50 Staniford St., Boston, MA RAM stored the 
02114. A Basic interpreter is contained in an 8K ROM; RAM can expand up to 16K; and interfaces for Screen display. Asa 
printers, disk and cassette storage will be available soon. Sinclair is adapting existing Basic programs to ‘ 
run on the system. result, the available 

screen size would 

decrease as the size of a program increased (and vice versa). With 1 KB RAM, a 990 byte 
program would result in only one row of characters being visible on the screen. At the other 


end, a full screen (32x24) would leave only 384 bytes to the programmer. 


Expansion 

Other than the built-in cassette and video ports, the only means of expansion was a 
slot opening at the rear of the case, which exposed an expansion bus edge connector on 
the motherboard. The original Sinclair ZX80 RAM pack held either 1, 2 or 3KB of static 
RAM and a later model provided 16KB RAM. 


Sinclair announced an 8KB ROM to upgrade the ZX80 at a cost of around 20% of a 
ZX81. While it was not actually available until after the ZX81 launched, it was popular with 
ZX80 owners. 


The new ROM came with a thin keyboard overlay and a ZX81 manual. Users opened 
their ZX80, pried the old ROM from its socket and inserting the new ROM and replacing 
the keyboard overlay. The new ROM did not have the ZX81’s SLOW mode: it required 
hardware not in the ZX80. Several companies made upgrades to address even that 
shortcoming. 


Because tapes were not compatible between the two ROMs, some enterprising users 
build special circuits to allow them to easily switch between the two. 


Hobbyists also attached full-size keyboards to their ZX80s, even moving the 
motherboard into a larger case. This had the dual advantages of making the machine 
easier to type on, while increasing ventilation to the motherboard. 


Reception 
The ZX80 was widely advertised as the first personal computer for under £100 (US 
$200). 


The first mention of the ZX80 in the US was in the January 31, 1980 edition of the Wall 
Street Journal, which announced that the computer would “be marketed by the company's 
Boston office in a few months.” 


The Wall Street Journal article noted the unique physical attributes and price of the 
computer, which was less than half of other personal computers. Sinclair estimated that 
20,000 - 30,000 personal computers were sold a month. 


Sinclair formally introduced the ZX80 at the 1980 Summer Consumer Electronics Show 
in Chicago. Creative Computing and Infoworld were among several specialty magazines to 
highlight the computer in their coverage of the event. 


By November 1980, Syntax ZX80, 
a newsletter dedicated just to the 
ZX80, launched. SYNC magazine,

BYTE called the ZX80 a “remarkable device.” It praised the real-time, interactive 
BASIC syntax checking, and reported that the computer performed better on benchmarks 
than some competitors, including the TRS-80 Model I. The screen blanking during program 
execution, small RAM size and inadequate built-in Sinclair BASIC, and the keyboard 
received criticism, and the review recommended against buying the kit version of the 
computer given the difficulty of assembly and because purchasers did not save money. 
BYTE concluded that “the ZX80 might be summarized as a high-performance, very low- 
cost, portable personal computer system ... the ZX80 is a good starting point.” 


Sales 

Almost all ZX80s were sold by mail order: Sinclair did not have a distribution network in 
the United States. Potential owners read about the ZX80 in magazines and ordered it 
without having seen it in person. 


At the time, it was not unusual for computer and electronics hobbyists to purchase 
products via mail order. Most cities did not have computer stores and those that did sold 
systems that cost thousands of dollars. Radio Shack stores brought their computers to 
many cities and smaller towns but even the least expensive TRS-80 was more than twice 
the cost of the ZX80. 


Advertisements for the ZX80 started to appear in popular computing magazines in the 
fall of 1980. Among other things, the ads mentioned that tens of thousands had sold in 
Europe. Nigel Searle, a Sinclair representative, mentioned world-wide sales had exceeded 
50,000 at a user group meeting in December 1980. 


By March 1981, Infoworld called them the “third major competitor in the personal- 
computer industry.” 


The New York Times reported that Sinclair was producing 10,000 ZX80s a month in 
April 1981, third in volume behind Apple and Radio Shack. An article in The Guardian 
noted that 30,000 units has been sold in the US alone by July 1981.

MicroAce 


The MicroAce was an unlicensed clone of the ZX80, produced by Comp Shop and 
internally expandable to 2K RAM. 


According to Alfred Milgram, president of Melbourne House, Comp Shop had “... a 
history of copying. At one stage they couldn’t get enough supplies from Ohio Scientific, so 
they redesigned the OSI Superboard and got the ROM from Microsoft.” 


When Sinclair launched the ZX80, “... they figured here was a golden opportunity to 
save on development costs and come out with effectively the same machine. They copied 
the ROM, byte for byte, moved the circuits about, cleaned it up a bit, and moved the RAM 
memory away from the heat sink. The case is black instead of white. [They] were going to 
market it in the UK for £50 (less than the £70 of the ZX80).” 


Differences from the ZX80 

The MicroAce differed most from the ZX80 on cosmetics. The case was black and the 
keyboard was red (versus the blue ZX80 keyboard). Internally, a few signal lines to the 
ROM were “scrambled” but a simple user modification corrected that, making it compatible 
with the 8K ROM. 


Copyright Lawsuit 

Sinclair sued for breach of copyright: for stealing the ROM and the keyboard. The 
judge could not understand the ROM and initially claimed it was not protected by copyright. 
The keyboard was more obvious: the judge agreed with Sinclair. As a result, Sinclair and 
Comp Shop settled out of court. 


Sinclair granted Comp Shop exclusive rights to sell the kit in the US as the MicroAce. 
Comp Shop also paid royalties to Sinclair. 


Sales 
The MicroAce was marketed exclusively via mail order in the United States. 


David Ahl, publisher of Creative Computing and SYNC, observed that “they have been 
restricted by Sinclair from advertising in a certain group of publications that Sinclair has 
reserved for itself. Sinclair has more or less picked the top one or two magazines in each 
individual field and left the balance to MicroAce which is a policy, in my mind, to defeat 
MicroAce.” 


Sinclair did not renew Comp Shop’s license when they introduced the ZX81. Comp

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Sinclair ZX81 


The Sinclair ZX81, developed by Sinclair Research and manufactured by Timex 
Corporation in Dundee, Scotland, was the first home computer sold in the United States for 
under $150. 


Launched in England on March 5, 1981, the ZX81 was designed to be a low-cost 
introduction to home computing for the general public. 


The 1KB on-board memory could officially be expanded externally to 16KB. The ZX81 
reduced the 21 individual integrated circuits of the ZX80 to four: the 3.5 MHz Z80A 8-bit 
microprocessor from NEC, an uncommitted logic array (ULA) chip from Ferranti, an 8 KB 
ROM containing Sinclair's BASIC interpreter and 1K of RAM. The ULA alone replaced 18 
chips in the ZX80. And the ZX81 weighed even less than the ZX80, just 12 oz. 


Like the ZX80, it had a flat, membrane keyboard and connected to the user’s television 
set. It produced a black-on-white video signal and comparatively low resolution graphics. 
The ZX81 added a “slow” mode that generated a constant screen display but limited 
computation to the vertical blank time. 


Sales 

Despite its limitations, the ZX81 sold like gangbusters; more than 1.5 million units were 
sold worldwide. Even with its limitations, the ZX81 at one point sold faster than Timex 
could manufacture them for Sinclair. 


Sinclair officially launched the ZX81 in the US on October 7, 1981 with 20,000 units 
available for sale, at a price of $149.95 assembled and $99.95 in kit form. As with the 
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ZX80, they sold directly to the 
American market by mail order, 
via ads in computer publications 
and popular consumer 
magazines. 


Sales reached 15,000 a 
month by January 1982. 


A deal with American Express 
to including marketing material 
and order forms in 2 million of 
their customer’s bills resulted in 
massive interest in the computer. 
2,000 orders were received by 
noon the day following the offer 
Worker at the Dundee factory testing Sinclair ZX81 and American Express sold more 
computers. than 25,000 units in total. 


By August 1982 Sinclair had 
lowered the American mail-order price of the assembled ZX81 to $99.95 and kit to $79.95, 
and its advertisements stated that “more than 10,000 are sold every week”. 


Timex’s option to sell the computer directly, as the Timex/Sinclair 1000, kicked in when 
Sinclair’s American sales reached 500,000 units. 


BASIC 

Sinclair’s 8K BASIC was a more complete but not-quite full BASIC. Features like 
READ, DATA and RESTORE were still missing but the math package was improved, 
incorporating trigonometric and floating point functions. 


Where the ZX80 could only handle integer numbers (and within a limited range), the 
ZX81 could operate on very large numbers. 


String handling and other aspects of the BASIC were vastly improved as well. 


Video Display 

Like the ZX80, the screen displayed 32 characters across by 24 lines. The first 22 lines 
displayed the output of the program and the last two were the “input area”, where users 
entered program lines or responded to prompts from the program. 


Like the ZX80 before it, the CPU in the ZX81 generated the video signal. In FAST 
mode, the processor stopped generating the video signal when performing other 
computing tasks, resulting in the TV picture disappearing. Each key press resulted ina 
blank screen. 


The ZX81 added a new, SLOW display mode. In SLOW mode, all computing takes 
place during the vertical blank period, a small window of time when the electron gun ina 
TV traces from the bottom of the screen back to the top. 


Expansion 

The popularity of the ZX81 spawned a huge array of aftermarket accessories, including 
full-size keyboards, RAM, alternate language ROMs, printer interfaces and more. Many 
devices connected to the expansion port on the rear of the computer. 


Reception 

Clive Sinclair revealed the ZX81 to American readers in an article in New York Times, 
published in April 1981. The article revealed the company had contracted with Timex to 
produce both “minitelevisions” and the ZX81 at its Dundee, Scotland, plant. 


Sinclair showed the ZX81 at the 1981 Summer Consumer Electronics Show, which 
garnered some positive press for the computer. 


Reviews of the ZX81 noted many of the same limitations observed in the ZX80: its 
small size, limited memory and flat keyboard. 


Popular Electronics said “we were surprised at the amount of computing power that 
Sinclair packed into such a small computer (you can carry this little wonder in a jacket 
pocket without making a bulge). The BASIC is as good as anything around in small 
computers.”

Timex/Sinclair 1000 


Timex announced that it would market the Timex/Sinclair 1000, the first computer to 
break the $100 price barrier, on April 20, 1982. 


Launched a few months later in July 1982, the Timex/Sinclair 1000 was a modest 
improvement over the Sinclair ZX81, upgrading RAM from 1K to 2K. 


Timex ran numerous TV and print ads that September which provided a toll-free 
number for more information. Response was so enthusiastic that, at one point, Timex 
operators were receiving 5,200 calls per hour, 50,000 a week, inquiring about the machine 
or about microcomputers in general. 


By November, Timex’s manufacturing facilities were producing one computer every ten 
seconds and production had still not caught up to demand. In addition to the Timex plant in 
Dundee, Scotland, Timex opened two new factories in the US. 


BASIC and Expansion 
The TS 1000 featured the same Sinclair BASIC as the ZX81; all the software, 
hardware and accessories that worked on the ZX81 also worked on the TS 1000. 


Reception 


Despite the prior exposure of the ZX81, the TS 1000 received an enthusiastic 
reception in even wider computing and popular publications. 
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In part, this was evidence of Timex’s more significant marketing effort. It can also be 
attributed to a booming home computer market, where new products were announced 
almost every day. 


Electronic Fun with Computer & Games printed a review that was effusive and sober 
(its “restrictions make is a superior program training tool, allowing you to learn, not just do”) 
and a resource guide. 


According to Dan Ross, vice-president of computer products, “600 and 700 companies 
offering add-ons for the computer [had] sprung up” by November 1982. 


Moving past reviewing just the computers, the computer press began reviewing 
software, hardware and books for the Sinclair computers in earnest. 


Sales 
The TS 1000 sparked a massive surge of interest when it was launched in July 1982. 


Timex, despite having no experience marketing computers, did have experience 
selling consumer products in retail. When they entered the market, they had access to 
171,000 retail locations that already sold their products. 


Consumers suddenly had the option to buy computers from places they already knew 
and trusted, from department stores and chains like K-Mart to computer stores, consumer 
electronics, jewelry and drug stores. 


K-Mart alone had more than 1,100 stores selling home computers. And, Timex offered 
large retailers like K-Mart a standalone kiosk to push sales of the computer. 


Furthermore, they hired experience marketing staff like Margot Murphy to the 
subsidiary, Timex Computer Corporation, to ensure a successful launch. Murphy oversaw 
design and production of the product packaging and marketing materials and gathered 
consumer market research, even visiting individual retail locations to see and hear how 
customers experienced the product. 


Timex’s marketing prowess paid off handsomely: in the five months following the TS 
1000’s launch, the company sold 550,000 machines. 


According to Future Computing, a computer research firm, Timex sold 20 percent of all 
home computers purchased in 1982. 


Timex was also incentivized by its deal with Sinclair, who allowed them to sell up to 
900,000 units royalty-free. 
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Timex/Sinclair 1500 


The Timex/Sinclair 1500 was a stop-gap product intended to keep consumers 
interested in Timex computers until it could launch the TS 2068. 


Announced May 17, 1983, it was a redesigned TS 1000 with 16K RAM built in using 
the case and keyboard of the Sinclair ZX Spectrum. 


Timex expected to launch the computer in July but manufacturing delays pushed the 
actual launch back to September. 


The TS 1500 was manufactured at the Timex plant in Portugal. 


The initial retail price was $79.99. Just the month prior, Timex lowered the retail price 
of the TS 1000 to $49.95. 


Timex introduced a cartridge accessory (the 1510) and a few cartridges to help the TS 
1500 compete against video game systems and other computers with cartridge systems. 
The cartridge instant load feature introduced a bug in the 1500. 


Cartridge-based software was expected to sell for between $13 and $30, depending on 
the complexity of the program. 


Hardware Changes 

The TS 1000 circuit board was redesigned to fit the ZX Spectrum case and keyboard 
connectors. At the same time, the Ferranti ULA present in the ZX81 and TS 1000 was 
replaced with a 68-pin custom logic chip, produced by NCR, that required less power. That 
reduced the overall heat output when compared to the ZX81/TS 1000. 
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Other changes included: a 


* ROM properly decoded to the lowest 8K, elimi- 
nating the “ghost” images 
e Expandable to 32K RAM with some 16K RAM 


packs 
- Key-selectable TV channel > 
The Sinclair Timex User Group of the Boston k OOOD ar 


Computer Society reported in its newsletter that 
Timex claimed the 1500 would have “8-bit bank 
switching to give 64 megabytes of addressability.” 

A few POKEs are required for the system to 
recognize additional RAM. Not all RAM modules 
would work with the 1500. The rearranged power 
and cassette connectors prevented longer units 
like Memotech’s from properly connecting to the 
computer. 


Even with an extender card, a number of RAM 
packs would not work because Timex changed a signal on the edge connector. 


While Timex fixed some of the bugs in the 1000 ROM, it introduced some new ones: 


* LOAD failures jumped to the middle of an instruction in the initialization at O3e5h, cor- 
rupting memory and/or crashing. 

* The cartridge check routine assumed no RAM at 2000h and could crash if there was a 1 
at that memory location. 

* A very long program (approximately 16K) would push the display file to 32767 and the 
computer would think it was out of memory, even if a RAM pack was installed. 


Reception 

Timex announced the 1500 a few weeks before the Summer Computer and 
Electronics Show, where they showed a prototype of the 2068. Prices for the TI 99/4A and 
VIC-20 had dropped to under $100 at that point. 


Timex had full faith in their new computer. “We believe the many advance features of 
the T/S 1500 will generate enthusiastic consumer and retailer response, as did our Timex/ 
Sinclair 1000,” said Dan Ross, vice-president of computer products. 


The press and existing enthusiasts were puzzled by the 1500. Timex/Sinclair User, in 
their preview of the 2068, had a sidebar titled “Who Needs the Timex/Sinclair 1500?” The 
answers, which “took weeks to figure out,” were weak at best. 


Softsync were not optimistic about the T/S 1500, since it did not have color graphics. 


“Six months ago, it would have been great. Now, the moment has passed. I’m not putting 
any hopes on it at all,” said Ken Coach, marketing and sales director of Softsync. 
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Wayne Green, publisher of several computing magazines, reported a “rising chorus of 
frustrated Timex users who are telling friends not to waste their money” on Timex 
computers. 


Uses of the 1500 


The 1500 featured in two unique products from other vendors. 


National Education Corporation 

The 1500 was central to the National Education Corporation’s Technical Literacy 
Series. They sold the 1500 with the 2020 cassette recorder, 11 tutorial booklets and a 
briefcase to eager learners. The kit sold for $295. 
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Parker Electronics 
Parker Electronics adapted the 1500 to be the user interface to a Carrier Corporation 
HVAC controller. 
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Timex/Sinclair 2068 with bus expansion unit, modem, cassette deck, microdrives and full- 
size printer. Only the computer and cassette deck made it to market. 


Timex/Sinclair 2068 


The Timex/Sinclair 2068 was Timex Computer Corporation’s third and last home 
computer for the United States market. 


Launched in November 1983, Timex improved on the ZX Spectrum by adding new 
features, including: 


e an AY-3-8912 sound chip 

e two joystick ports 

* a keyboard with hard plastic keys 

* a cartridge port 

* an improved ULA that offered additional screen modes: 
* standard Sinclair 256x192 mode with a color resolution of 32x24 
* an extended color mode, 256x192 pixels with color resolution of 32x192 
* amonochrome 512x192 mode 


Advertisements described the TS 2068 as having 72K (48K RAM + 24K ROM) of 
memory, color and sound. 


Although Timex Computer Corporation exited the home computer market in February 
1984, an independent division continued to sell and develop the machine in Portugal as the 
Timex Computer 2068. 
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Timex/Sinclair 2000 

Before Timex launched the 
TS 2068, they showed the TS 
2000 to the press. The TS 2000 
was two models: the TS 2048 
(16K RAM) and TS 2072 (48K 
RAM). 


According to David 
Ornstein, the “TS 2000 [used] a 
Z80A microprocessor running at 
3.5mhz. It [contained] a few 
buffers, either 2 or 6 RAM chips, 
2 ROMs, and ... a 64-pin Timex/Sinclair 2000. 
custom chip.” 


At the time, it wasn’t clear if the models shown to the press were mockups or 
operational. In Ornstein’s “Perceptions” column in the September/October 1983 issue of 
Sync, he stated that “I have been using the machine for about 10 months by now, 8-15 
hours a day.” 


Timex planned suggested 
retail prices of $199.95 for the 
TS 2072 and $149.95 for the TS 
2048. 


A number of books about 
the TS 2068 were written before 
Timex launched the TS 2068 
and refer to the TS 2000 
instead. 


BASIC 

Sinclair BASIC was 
extended with several new 
keywords: STICK, SOUND, ON 
ERR, FREE, DELETE, RESET. 
The computer used bank- 
switched memory, allowing Press photo of 2048 model. 
ROM cartridges to replace or 
supplement the built-in ROM. 


These changes made the 2068 incompatible with most Spectrum machine-code 
software (virtually all commercial titles). Spectrum ROM emulation, available in cartridge 
and supplemental ROM form, allowed users to run run the majority of software produced 
for the Spectrum. 


Operating System 

The TS 2068 features a 24K operating system that provided the BASIC interpreter, full- 
channeled I/O facilities, and a function dispatcher that the user could call to have both 
simple and complex functions performed. 
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Bank Switching 

Bank switching, a means 
of expanding the computer’s 
address space, was one of 
Timex's main improvements 
over the ZX Spectrum. The 
TS 2068 could theoretically 
access up to 256 * 64K, or 16 
million bytes of memory. 


Timex’s bank switching 
addition didn’t just make 
more RAM available: it 
allowed programs that ran 
from the cartridge to replace 
the main operating system or 
work in conjunction with it. 
And, BASIC programs could be put on cartridges. This meant that BASIC programs could 
use almost the entire 37K of free RAM in the computer.

The downside, as has been noted in many places, is that the Timex operating system 
on ROM is wildly incompatible with the ZX Spectrum, thus making Spectrum ROM 
cartridges and other solutions necessary. 


Display 
The TS 2068 supports several different display options. They include: 


* 32 column display 
* 64 column display 
e high resolution screen of 256 x 192 pixels 
e high resolution screen of 512 x 192 pixels 


The machine provides connections for a B&W or color TV, a composite video monitor 
and an RGB monitor. The last required an adapter. 


Keyboard — 

With the TS 2068, Timex 
introduced a full-size Re ee 
keyboard with 42 hard keys, E 
including a full-sized space 
bar and two shift keys, one 
on each size. Unlike the TS 
1000, it provides real tactile 
feedback. 


Like the TS 1000 and 
Spectrum, the TS 2068 
keyboard allowed entry of TT ale @ -e 
commands and functions 
with one or a few keystrokes. | 
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26 keys directly entered commands like PRINT, LET, LOAD, SAVE, CLEAR et cetera. The 
Symbol Shift key gave access to 36 symbols and statements. Shift + Symbol Shift 
accessed even more and Shift + Symbol Shift followed by Symbol Shift and a key 
accessed even more. 


All told, approximately 126 commands, functions, statements, symbols and graphics 
were entered via just a few keystrokes. 


It’s debatable whether the feature was any faster than directly typing any of them. 
Given the way the edit window was refreshed with each keystroke, this method was a good 
compromise. 


Like the TS 1000 before it, the computer and popular press found the keyboard 
noteworthy. Neil Shapiro, in an article in Popular Mechanics, referred to the keys as 
“chiclet” and noted that they were not “full-size typewriter key.” While they were not full- 
size, they certainly were typewriter keys: the 2068 shared its key style with the Brother EP- 
20 typewriter.

This is where the rubber met the road for TS owners. They believed that their 
computers were just as capable as anyone else's and proved it in the astounding 
diversity of aftermarket hardware. 


Many of the products here were of necessity: they overcame some inherent 
shortcoming in a Sinclair or Timex computer. 


Some products were tiny but had a powerful impact. G. Russell Electronics' Winky 
Board is a good example. It made the finicky process of loading software far more 
reliable and consistent. 


Others, like John Oliger's TMS9918A video boards for the TS 1000, extended the 
computer in a way the original designers never intended or imagined. In this case, 
the expansion added high resolution color graphics with sprites. And Fred 
Nachbaur rewrote portions of the Sinclair ROM to make it work seamlessly. 
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Hardware 
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Disk Drive Systems and Mass 
Storage 


Sinclair and Timex had no expectation that ZX81/TS 1000 owners would use anything 
other than cassette storage with their computers. Their customers had different ideas. 


With the ZX Spectrum and TS 2068, both Sinclair and Timex announced a storage 
system. Sinclair called it the Microdrive and it used an endless tape loop to store up to 85K 
of programs and data. Timex announced their version of the Microdrive (the TS 2065) but it 
was not produced. 


Mass storage systems beyond cassette tape came in two varieties: Exatron “stringy 
floppy” and disk drives. User demand for mass storage systems was enough that several 
vendors produced and sold stringy floppy or disk systems for a number of years, first for 
the the ZX81/TS 1000 and later for the 2068. 


The Exatron-based used special endless-loop cassettes called “stringy floppies.” Exa- 
tron spun its storage systems to a separate company, A&J Micro Drive. The Rotronics 
Wafadrive was another Exatron-based system. The A&J system was available for both the 
ZX81/TS 1000 and the Rotronics for the TS 2068. 


Disk drive systems generally supported 5 1/4” or 3” “Shugart SA400” disk drives. The 
Shugart SA400 defined the interfacing standard for 5 1/4” floppy disk drives. Other disk 
drives, from the Hitachi 3” to 8” disk drives, used the same interface. This meant that a 
controller could interface to any one of those drives, a feature that some vendors noted in 
their advertisements. 
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Hardware 


At least two English floppy disk controllers, from Macronics and Analogue Interface 
Systems, were imported and sold to ZX81/TS 1000 in the US. American vendors also pro- 
duced their own floppy disk controllers. 


TS 2068 users had several systems to choose from; the most popular systems were 
from John L. Oliger and LarKen Electronics. Zebra Systems imported the Timex Portugal 
produced FDD 3 and FDD-3000 systems. 


In their April 1989 issue, Update Magazine reported that 238 individuals, just under 
half their subscribers, had a TS 2068 disk system. 47% reported having a John L. Oliger 
disk system, 47% LarKen LKDOS, 19% FD-68, 8% TOS (Zebra), 4% Ramex. 30% re- 
ported having dual DOS systems.

Ray Mills and Alger Salt developed the 
VOTEM in the early 1980s. It used the Ana- 
log Devices AD537 voltage-to-frequency 
converter to measure voltages presented to 
the input of the VOTEM. They sold a few 
hundred, including many outside the 
States. 


One was sold to a college engineering 
group that used it in a project that went on 
one of the space shuttles. The VOTEM was 
used in an experiment to manufacture hol- 
low spheres in zero gravity. The experiment 
failed but the VOTEM measured the tem- 
perature inside the space shuttle cargo bay. 


Medi Products of Salt Lake City, a med- 
ical instrument company, designed a sys- 
tem around the Timex/Sinclair 1000, 
VOTEM and other hardware to “reclean 
and resterilize artificial kidneys.” 


Other applications included interfacing 
to laboratory instruments such as pH me- 
ters and spectrometers, weather monitors, 
etc. 


Fred Nachbaur wrote a data acquisition 
tool called VDAQ1-HR (“VOTEM Data Ac- 
quisition - Hi Res”).

Video games were, for many (especially those under 18), the raison d’étre for comput- 
ers. Sure, they let their parents buy the computer for “educational” use but they put it to 
more prosaic use, replacing the aging Atari 2600. 


The first Sinclair computers were not particularly well suited to be gaming computers. 
They lacked joystick ports, had low resolution graphics and, in the case of the ZX80, video 
display challenges that made gaming nearly impossible. 


The Sinclair keyboard could (and was) used to control a player’s ship or character in 
games, with the obvious shortcomings. As a result, adding a joystick which emulated cer- 
tain keystrokes, was a popular option.

As with other hardware solutions to Sinclair challenges, the variety and ingenuity of 
keyboard fixes was quite astounding. 


One popular resolution involved overlays to the membrane keyboard. They didn’t solve 
the lack of haptic feedback but did address the “touch-typing” problem of finding the exact 
spot to press. 


At the other end of the spectrum, Memotech (and others) offered full-size keyboards 
that plugged into the TS 1000 or provided an entirely new case and keyboard for the com- 
puter.

One of the most immediately obvious ways Sinclair cut costs was in its power supply 
and regulation circuitry, especially in the ZX81 and TS 1000. 


The most trivial of components, a power switch, was omitted from every Sinclair, from 
the ZX80 to the ZX Spectrum. Users could unplug the power from the computer, from the 
outlet or use a power strip to switch the power on or off. Inserting a power switch between 
the power supply and computer was a quick and easy solution. 


A bit more challenging was the power supply and voltage regulator. The power supply 
provided just enough amperage to run the computer and a 16K RAM pack. Anything be- 
yond that required a replacement supply. 


The ZX80, ZX81 and TS 1000 computers all suffered from overheating, due in part to 
the overall design and an undersized heat sink. Replacement power supplies and larger 
heat sinks were common solutions. 


On the positive side, the power requirements of the Sinclair computers were minimal 
enough that an uninterrupted power supply could be easily made using just a few batteries.

For a brief time, the Sinclair ZX Printer was the only option available to Sinclair owners 
and it was only available in England. It printed by burning aluminum-coated paper, produc- 
ing an interesting result. As with all Sinclair products, it was an idiosyncratic offering. Not 
only did it require special paper, the paper was supplied on 100mm (4”) wide rolls. 


Timex contracted with Alphacom to supply one of their printers, the Alphacom 32, as 
the Timex 2040 printer. Like the ZX Printer, it printed on narrow (4.3” wide) rolls of special 
thermal paper. 


Obviously, neither of these solutions could produce “business quality” documents. 


Since Sinclair computers did not have built-in printer interfaces. Instead, the Sinclair 
printers connected to the expansion bus. 


The aftermarket provided a variety of interfaces to the two most common printer com- 


munication protocols, Centronics (parallel) and RS-232 (serial). These interfaces also con- 
nected to the expansion bus.

Despite the success of the Sinclair and Timex computers in the American market, the 
output of software came nowhere near to matching what was available in England. 


English ZX Spectrum users had several magazines, dozens of software houses and a 
cornucopia of high-quality commercial software. 


Unfortunately, the many changes Timex made in creating the 2068 from the ZX Spec- 
trum prevented American users from running Spectrum software directly. 


Timex acknowledged this problem up front, when Dan Ross demonstrated the TS 
2068 at the Boston Computer Society’s Timex/Sinclair user group meeting. As part of the 
demonstration, Ross showed the “Chameleon,” a cartridge that allowed users to run Spec- 
trum software on the TS 2068. 


While never released by Timex, enterprising users did find ways to implement their 
own versions, as cartridges and internally.

Databases were one of the trinity of “serious” programs (spreadsheets and word pro- 
cessing software were the other two elements). Any TS owner who was serious about us- 


ing his or her computer for “real” work needed a database to track inventory, hold client ad- 
dress information et cetera. 


Some databases were highly specific, designed for addresses or household invento- 
ries. Others, like ZX Pro/File, allowed the user to enter information in a free-form manner 
and manipulate it to produce mailing labels and other reports.

A&J Micro Drive was a spin-off of Exa- 
tron, the company that manufactured and 
marketed the Exatron Stringy Floppy (ESF). 
The Exatron Stringy Floppy was a continu- 
ous loop tape cartridge (“wafer”) that had 
some advantages over traditional cassette 
tapes. 


Exatron also manufactured the tape 
drive mechanism and sold it via mail order 
to home computer owners. The first ESF 
drives were made for the TRS-80 Model I. 
Wafers were available in several lengths, 
from 5 feet (which could store 4K of data) to 
75 feet (up to 64K). 


By 1983, Exatron needed additional 
capital to improve the overall performance 
and quality of the wafer drives and wafers. 
With new investors came the name change 
to Entrepo (a word close to the French 
word for warehouse). Exatron focused on 
large OEM accounts and Jim Howell, son of 
the Exatron founder, took over the mail-or- 
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der stringy floppy business with his com- 
pany, A&J Micro Drive. 


One investor, BSR Ltd., the Hong 
Kong-based electronic components and 
consumer electronics company, acquired a 
third of the equity in Entrepo. BSR finalized 
the R&D on the wafer drive which it also 
manufactured. The BSR drive was used in 
the Rototronics Wafadrive.

Timex Computer Corporation 
Waterbury, CT 

While the Timex Corporation is best 
known for its watches, it also produced a 
number of other products since its inception 
as a clock company in the mid-1800s. Dur- 
ing World War II, the company produced 
fuse timers for defense products, continuing 
through the 1950s and the Korean war. 


After the Korean war ended, Timex ex- 
panded its wristwatch operations. Tradition- 
ally the domain of jewelers, Timex opened 
new distribution channels in department 
stores, cigar stands, drug stores and other 
mass-market outlets. Demand for the com- 
pany’s watches required increased produc- 
tion capacity and Timex built new plants in 
the United States, Europe and Asia. 


Timex, as a result of its numerous 
plants across the world, had excess pro- 
duction capacity that opened a new market 
for the company as contract manufacturer. 
One of the company’s first clients was the 
Polaroid Corporation. Timex was the exclu- 
sive manufacturer for all Polaroid compa- 
nies, worldwide, throughout the 1970s, 
eventually making more than 44 million 
cameras. 


Time also produced computer compo- 
nents for major manufacturers and the Nim- 
slo three-dimensional 35mm camera. 


Agreement with Sinclair 

This excess capacity led Timex’s 
agreement with Sinclair to manufacture the 
ZX81 computer, at its Dundee, Scotland 
plant. 


As part of the agreement, Timex had 
the option to market the ZX81 under its own 
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name, once sales of the Sinclair ZX81 in 
the United States exceeded 500,000 units. 
The agreement extended to future Sinclair 
computers, resulting in the Timex/Sinclair 
2068. 


The Timex Computer Corporation, a 
subsidiary of Timex Corporation, was 
formed to market Timex/Sinclair products in 
the United States. 


Timex announced that it would manu- 
facture and market the Timex/Sinclair 1000, 
the first computer to break the $100 price 
barrier, on April 20, 1982.

Incorporated in February 1983, and 
founded by Stewart Newfeld, Zebra Sys- 
tems developed products for the Timex/Sin- 
clair 1000 and 2068 computers. Newfeld 
quit a job as plant manager of a manufac- 
turing company to start Zebra Systems, Inc. 


Newfeld designed a keyboard-beeper, 
joystick adapter, A/D converter, anda 
speech-synthesizer for the TS 1000, TS 
1500 and TS 2068. He marketed Zebra 
products by taking out advertisements in 
various Timex/Sinclair oriented magazines. 


It was a small company, and at its 
peak, had six employees. Newfeld was the 
hardware designer, manager/president, and 
chief cook and bottle washer. In addition, 
there was a computer programmer; two 
production people who assembled, sol- 
dered and tested product; and one general 
assistant hobby computer enthusiast. 
Nearly everyone pitched in with customer 
service duties, shipping clerk, etc. 


Zebra employees included:

Al wrote software, manuals and ran the 
bulletin board system for Zebra. One 
BASIC program he wrote made cas- 
sette labels. According to Al: 

“Zebra did most of the order processing 
on an IMSAI 8080 upgraded with a Z80 
card. We used dBase II with a custom writ- 
ten system to take orders and print out 
mailing labels and invoices. | also used that 
system to do the typesetting for our cata- 
logs with a program called Fancy Font (with 
an RX-80F/T printer). Later, we upgraded 
to Televideo MS-DOS compatible system, 
and | just continued to use Fancy Font on it 
until we got a Mac with a Laserwriter.” 


Tom Gee was a hardware design engi- 
neer. He created circuit designs for prod- 
ucts, including designing the printed circuit 
boards. He also diagnosed and repaired 
problems with products returned by cus- 
tomers. Tom also authored some of Zebra’s 
software. 


Jeff Street wrote software for Zebra, 
most notably the OS 64 cartridge. 


Zebra’s survival in the first few years af- 
ter Timex stopped selling computers was in 
no small part accomplished by purchasing 
large quantities of books, software cas- 
settes, trackballs, ZX81 kits, and more at 
closeout prices. 


Just before starting Zebra, Newfeld 
worked for a company repurposing a large 
manufacturing building in Bronx that had 
loading docks and fork lifts. 


His former boss let him store entire pal- 
lets of computer surplus after he started Ze- 
bra. 


When Melbourne House got rid of their 
Timex/Sinclair products, he was offered the 
remaining copies of “The INS and OUTS of 
the TS 1000 & ZX81” by Don Thomasson. 
He purchased them for 10 cents a book, 
but had to take the pallet of 2000 books. 
Being able to handle and store 800lb pal- 
lets long term was critical to Zebra. 


Other notable closeout purchases were 
2,800 ZX81 kits, hundreds of RAM and 
other modules from Memotech, thousands 
of WICO Trackballs, thousands of books 
and software cassettes. 


In 1985, they imported a small quantity 
of floppy disk controllers and drives from 
Timex of Portugal for the TS 2068 com- 
puter. 


Zebra continued to support Timex/Sin- 
clair computers long after Timex stopped 
supporting them and transitioned to sup-
